I. Introductory : 

The Aligarh Muslim University, Aligarh was established on 1st December, 1920 undor the Aligarh Muslim University Act, 

It offers under-graduate and post-graduate courses in Theology, Arts, Sciences, Social sciences, Law, Commerce, Eglnccring and Tech¬ 
nology, Medicine, Computer Science and such other facilities as may be prescribed by the Statutes. It also makes Provision for research 
and advancement and disseminating of knowledge, promotion of oriental and Islamic studies, especially the educational and cultural 
advancement of the Muslims of India. 

It is mainly financed by University Grants Commission (U.G C.). It also receives grants directly from Government of India, 
Government of Uttar Pradesh (U.P.) and organisations like Indian Council of Agricultural Research (ICAR), Council of Scientific and 
Industrial Research (CSIR) etc. for specific purposes. Its own receipts are from tuition examination and admission fees, hostel rent, 
interest on investments, etc. It also receives donations from India and Foreign countries. 

The accounts of the University are audited under section 19(2) of the Comptroller and Auditor General’s (Duties, Powers and Condi¬ 
tions of Service) Act, 1971.

2, Comments on accounts : 


(l) Recoveries Suspense 

Adverse Balances under Recoveries Suspense were commented upon in para 6 of the Audit Report on University’s account# for 
1991-92 and it was stated in reply that the balances would be reduced in the year 1992-93, A scrutiny of the University’s accounts 
for the year 1992-93, however, rcvoaled that the balance had increased from Rs. 66.70 lakhs to Rs. 148.48 lakhs (opening balance- 
66.70 lakhs; Receipts: Rs. 3278.06 lakhs minus Disbursements : Rs. 3196.28 lakhs). 

The U livorsity could not ascribe reasons for increasing balances and stated that all steps were being taken to clear thorn. 

(ii) Bank Reconciliation 

(A) The position regarding differences between the balance shown in the cash book of the University and that'appearing in the 
bank account as on 31st March, 1993 was as under :—

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As of August 1993 the differences pertaining to the year 1992-93 (Rs. 1150.91 lakhs) had been reduced to Rs. 263.45 lakhs (Rs. 
35.22 lakhs; Rs, 1,44 lakhs; Rs. 226.46 lakhs and Rs, 0.33 lakh for serial Nos. 1 to 4 respectively). But there was no progress in 
clearance of old balances as shown in Cols. 1 to 4 above. 

The University stated (September 1993) that vigorous steps were being taken to clear the differences. 

(B) Cheques awaiting cancellation 

Cheques aggregating Rs. 10,09 lakhs (P.F. Rs 2,49 lakhs, Development Grant Rs. 3.73 lakhs Deposits Rs. 0.90 lakh and Fund 
Account Rs. 2.97 lakhs) issued duiing 1980-81 to 1991-92 but not presented at the bank by the payees, had not been cancelled and written 
bade. Delay in cancellation of these cheques was attributed to non-availability of details. 

(Q Remittance In transit 

Cheques of Rs. 0.15 lakh (Development grant and scholarship 1959-60 to 1991-92) and Rs. 0.76 lakh (Provident Fund 1985-86 
to 1990-91) under the above head had not been adjusted. 

The University stated that these will be adjusted after approval of the Executive Council. 

(HR Incorrect depiction in balance sheet 

lA the balance sheet (page 8 accounts) excess expenditure in the maintenance grant till the end of 1992-93 has been shown as 
Rs. 1,82,67,189. However, it works out to Rs. 2,22,31,005 as under.

The University’s reply as to the depiction of a sum of Rs. 39,63,816 during 1992-93 as opening balance (credit) for payment to Junior 
doctors etc. having been transferred under tho head Maintenance grant (Receipt and Payment account), was not followed by the Uni¬ 
versity in the year 1991-92. Accordingly the reply of the University Is not convincing.
